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Park Projects 


Outlined for 


State Board 


Commission M eels 


Here, Is Told of 


Canyons, Saltón Sea 
Members of the California 
State Park commission in meet­ 
ing at the Desert Inn Friday noon 
were accorded a fine insight into 
the reasons for establishment of 
the Tahquitz-Andreas-Palm can­ 
yons and the Saltón Sea as state 
parks as an all-star group of in­ 
fluential men spoke on their 
reasons for such a move before 
a crowd of more than 75 persons. 
Sponsored hv Desert Associ­ 
ates, the meeting w as opened 
w ith a word of welcome to the 
three commissioners and their 
staff members from M a y o r 
Charles Farrell. Jam es I. Easley, 
former county supervisor, re­ 
signed last spring, introduced 
his successor. Collis Mayflower 
of Blythe, who was appointed 
last m onth to the post. 
LLOYD MASON SMITH, direct­ 
or of the Desert M useum, spoke 
on the history of the Saltón Sea 
and held the audience spell­ 
bound with a chronological de­ 
piction of the phases undergone 
by the area now covered by the 
im m ense body of water. Origin­ 
ally a fresh water lake, it was 
said by Smith to have become 
saline when the Goulf of Califor­ 
nia w as let through and the 
ocean water took over. Later on, 
for irrigation purposes, the Colo­ 
rado river was diverted and soon 
w ent out of control (1906), but 
w as checked by a trainload of 
rock driven into the breach 
caused by the washout. Since 
that time the sea has gradually 
built up in both size and salinity 
to its present status. 
Randall Henredson, owner of 
the Desert magazine, discussed 
at length the 70 or 80 areas where 
native palms were to be found 
in the vicinity and he suggested 
each be made into state parks 
for protection of the trees. 
EARL COFFMAN next spoke 
on the same vein with the elab­ 
oration that it was possible with 
the passege of the recent Indian 
land bill by congress that an 
opening wedge had been created 
for ohtaining of government land 
and that it should be easier in 
the future for parks and such 
types of land needs by a munici­ 
pality. 
Final Speaker Lloyd Howell, 
head of the Coachella Valley 
Sports league, discussed the de­ 
velopment of tile organization 
and of the recreational facilities 
at the Saltón Sea. a project the 
league had fostered for a long 
time. He felt the only way the 
sea could be adequately devel­ 
oped would be through the state 
park system.

Use of Atomic 


Energy Topic 


For Seminar 


Nofed Speakers 


Address Dentisfs 


In Session Here 
Implications of atomic energy 
in medicine and dentistry w as 
the lecture subject of D. Harold 
Copp. M. D.. associate professor 
of physiology at the University 
of California. Berkeley, as the 
Sixth Annual Dental Medicine 
Seminar started yesterday at the 
Desert Inn. 
Addressing a group of more 
than 200 top men in the dental 
and dental surgical field from 
the United States. Canada and 
Hawaii. Dr. Copp said that al- 
thoug radiation therapy has been 
used particularly in the treat­ 
ment of cancer, since the discov­ 
ery of radium by the Curies, 
radioactive isotopes are quite 
recent innovations. 
IN A RECENT SURVEY of more 
than 100 medical centers, univer­ 
sities and other institutions it 
was found that most were e n ­ 
gaged in work with isotopes. 
Unless thp radioisotope is 
being used for the effect of its 
radiation or for other extenu­ 
ating circumstances, the dosp 
should be kept helow the safe 
tolerance level (0.1 roentgen per 
day), the doctor said. 
isotopes of gold, oohalt. Iron 
and strontium have also been 
used in sim ilar ways, the doctor 
concluded. 
DISEASES of the hands and 
nails was the subject of a paper 
by Arthur C. Curtis, M.D.. pro­ 
lessor and director of the Dp 
partment of Dermatology and 
Syphilologv at the University of 
Michigan, delivered before a 
group at the seminar. 
On the basis that the skin is 
the largest of the body's organs 
and participates In the general 
economy of the organism, derm a­ 
toses. heretofore thought to be 
merely 
skin 
disorders, 
have 
proved to be symptoms of gen ­ 
eral body disease, the doctor 
maintained. 
DR. CURTIS CONCLUDED with 
thp thought that the finger nails 
arp a good barometer of bodily 
economy; that any serious illness 
causes convex grooves in the 
nails, 
indicating 
interference 
with, or temporary halting of 
growth. Any chronic, long-stand­ 
ing disease of the heart or lungs 
and any tum or which reduces 
the vital capacity of the lungs 
may result in bulbous fingertips 
with so-called "watch crystal" 
nails. Vitamin deficiencies cause 
brittleness, while one type of 
anemia causes "spoon nails.” the 
opposite of the watch crystal 
type, he concluded. 
On the basis that it is illogical 
to study dental problems apart 
from the rest of the organism. 
Wilton Marion Krogman. I’ll. D.. 
professor of physical anthropol 
ogy. Graduate School of M edi­ 
cine, University of Pennsylvania, 
and president of the American 
Association of Physical Anthro­ 
pologists, delivered the final ad 
dress of the first day of the 
seminar, 
speaking 
on 
"The 
Whole Child in Relation to Den­ 
tal Problems." 
"WE ARE ALL familiar with 
the uncompromising regularity 
of the old height-weight-age ta ­ 
bles in which the child was 
either on the beam or off. no 
latitude about it,” the doctor 
said.“However, it was not long be­ 
fore growth researchers rebelled 
at such an arbitrary use of such 
tables. An parly flop in the right 
direction w as the recognition 
that height and weight are not 
really comparable. The latter is

desert. 
IN PAST YEARS, the traffic 
jam through the Banning bottle­ 
neck on winter weekends has 
piled up autos miles on either 
side of the town. Fullenwider’s 
proposal, said to have county 
hacking, was to elimlnatp p ark ­ 
ing on Ramsey on those busy 
days and thus provide two lanes 
of traffic either way. 
One faction at thp Banning 
chamber m eeting favored the 
plan and urged Banning to pro­ 
vide off street parking for m o­ 
torists. 
OPPONENTS SAID there w as 
no traffic problem except on 
weekends or during the wild 
flower season or Date festival 
and that Banning police could 
take carp of it then. They thought 
the parking ban would he unfair 
to husiness places along 
thp 
street which is Highways 60. 70. 
and 99 in Banning. 
One speaker said it was not 
Ranning's problem, the city w as 
not complaining. It was a state 
problem, he said, and opposed 
making Ramsey a "race track for 
through cars." 
Desert Associates appealed to 
the state highway commission 
last spring for action on elim ­ 
inating the bottleneck.

Miller Convicted, Appeals 
On Question of Four Walls 


Joseph Richard Miller, arrested 
here some m onths ago on charges 
of raiding telephone toll boxes in 
the Morongo valley area across 
the line in San Bernardino coun­ 
ty. was found guilty by Judge A. 
D. Mitchell in superior court of 
that county last week in a trial 
without jury but his attorneys 
have appealed the case. 
Miller w as arrested on North 
Indian avenue by Officers Ted 
Green and Harvey Bryant of the 
local force as he was driving to ­ 
ward this city. The alarm had 
been sounded from the raided 
boxes where a trap had been set 
by Bill Nash, m anager of the lo­ 
cal office. 
Blue dye. which had been put 
on the phone boxes and which 


w as invisible except under violet 
light, involved Miller in the raid, 
testimony at the trial brought 
out.Bryant was summoned as a 
witness in the hearing in San 
Bernardino. Green is at present 
on vacation and could not be 
served with a witness subpoena. 
Attorneys for Miller appealed 
on the technicality that their 
client was charged with burg­ 
lary and that burglary under the 
law. must be committed within 
four walls. They claimed a tele­ 
phone booth does not have four 
walls. 
Miller was living on the pro­ 
posed Gttiberson cement mill site 
at the time of his arrest. He had 
formerly been a watchm an there.

The agricultural eyesore, such 
as that jog in an upstairs bed­
